Mr. Ring . seeks to attain 
that object by the bill lately introduced by 
him into the House of Assembly. The bill, 
vrhiuh is founded on an English Act, pio- 
posas to constitute the three cdinm issioDurs 
of pilotage named in it, who .shall have power 
to nil up vacancies among themselves by 
election of others. They shall have author- 
ity to determine the f[UnliRcalions of ap- 
plicants for pilot license ; to lix tlio terms ami 
conditions of granting lir.oiises, and with- 
drawing the same ; to make re^iilatiuiis fur 
the government of pilots; to lix tlie rates of 
remuneration to be received for pilotage, so 
that such rates do not exceed the maxlmutn 
laid down in the bill ; to regulate the con- 
duct and attendance of pilots in the perfortn- 
nnoe of their tiuly ; anJ to muUo by-lawn in 
exercise of those powers. The fees tor pihit- 
age proposed to be given by the act are, we 
bolievo, considerably above those now re- 
ceived by the pilots. This should be attend- 
ed to. It is quite proper that men devoting 
themselves to pilot duties should be properly 
paid, but the public at the same time have 
a right to ?ee that the port-charges from 
o»e source and another are not made so 
high as to operate injiuiously to public in- 
terests. If pilot dues and harbor dues are 
extravagantly high, the consumers of goods 
brought hero will have to pay for them. The 
fact may even delcr some vessels from com- 
ing here at all. The highest rate proposed 
is in the new bill S-1 per fool for vessels 
spoken outside Race Kocks, and S.l per foot 
for those boarded inside that point ; for 
vessels bound out from Victoria and 
Esquimau the rate proposed is S3 per 
foot. If pilots have hitherto been able 
to charge less for their .services than the above 
rates, there can bo littic reason, one would 
think for an increase ol fees, a.s the demand 
for their labor is every day increasing ; yet 
it is urged that the object ot raising pilot dues 
from two to thrco or four dollars a foot is due 
to the fact of pilots not ' tnakiiig wages at 
present, and to the necessity ol keeping a pilot 
boat outside of Ilace llocks all the tinio. Wc 
cannot see why it should be sought in the bill to 
make the employtncnl of a pilot compuliury un- 
der a penalty of double the amount of pilotage 
demandable for any vessel. If tho object sought 
to be gaiac)} bo tho support of tho pilots, it 
mayquito as elTectivoIy bb attained by the 
clause raakin;; the vessel snoker!. hat jit 1 4^1 iv 
fees. We must not logi.i!atc soil. ly for pilots. 
The public and tho ship owners arc entitled to 
some consideration. Vessels plying between 
Vancouver Island and Ih itish Columbia, are 
proposed to be exempted from i)aying i)ilot- 
age ; this is quite proper. We must do every- 
thing possible to promote our ship building 
interests and coasting trade, but why is the 
exemption extendid 01. ly to vessels ])lyiiig be- 
tween this island and British (Jolumbia ? 
What reason is there for excluding our coast- 
ers on the island and up north of British Co- 
lumbia from the bcncUt of the exemption ? 
This is an oversight which cannot be ji isscd 
by. The fifth section provides for lieen.'.^ing ol 
masters and mates of vessels as pilots lor such 
vessels only and within speeilied limits, upon 
payment of the usual cxiicuses. W'c have 
sought in vain in the bill to discover in what 
way these license expenses and the penalties 
imposed by various clauses of the bill are dis- 
posed of. Surely sorao mention should be 
made of that. As the pilots arc to be tho 
losers in every instance where the master or 
mate of a vessel ha.s a jjilotagc license fur his 
own ship, it might perhaps be thought proper 
to make a division of .such . license, fees or a 
portion of them amobg'^flie regular'pilots at 
the end of the year. 

We cannot help remarking the absence from 
the bill of a very important provision — one 
which every mercantile man must kel an in- 
terest in having inserted, and that i.s a clause 
compelling pilots to iurnish bonds, with sure- 
ties for the faithful performance of tho duties 
of their cnlling. When the safe dalivery cf 
large and valuable cargoes depends upon 
their care and honesty, their oni])loyer3 have 
a right to insist upon liaviu;; some substantial 
remedy in ca.se of loss Iron; their negligence or 
nalfeusancu.

Some alarm exists among tax-payers lest 
our City Fathers may iniposo higher taxes 
tham circumstances warrant; and it does not 
appear to bo entirely without foundation. 
We are persuaded that the high rale pro- 
posed is due to a laudable desire to grade, 
maeailamizo and improve our streets, coii- 
strucl sowers, and attend lo other publio im- 
provements ; to find emiiloymen;; in fact to 
do something whilst in uHico — and lo leave 
a monument that they were once in ofiice. 
But it is very desirable for our City Fathers 
to remember ',' that Rome was nob built in a 
day ;" and, moreover, it is not expected that 
everything can bo done in one year to im- 
prove and adorn this city. Townspeople aro 
willing to strain a point; but they are not 
made of rnoiiuy, and cannot givo what iLoy 
have not got. They are no', dhsposed to be 
penurious ; neither are they willing to com- 
menoe suddenly, to live , ostentatiously with- 
out counting the cost. There is a medium 
between these extremes that it may be wise 
to attend to. There is a, feeling that our 
City Fathor.s aro inclined to tho latter ex- 
treme — disposed to improve tho town very 
fast. Wo prefer in a new country — in fact 
in an old one — the enterprising "and go-a- 

(tda.t|ye/;-to,<.the slow, unenterprising, and 
dead-and-alive ; but if we move faster than 
our resources warrant — if we levy heavier 
taxes than we can afford to pay, we shall 
exhaust the tax-payer, which will bo like 
killing the goose that laid tho golden egg. 
And in that case wo shall have time to re- 
flect on the untefleoting— to counsel with 
councillors who were too fast — a linle ahead 
of Ihe age.
